London, Sept. 17.— The foreign of- 
fice has received a dispatch from Am- 
bMsador Hardlnce. at Bt Petersburg. 
glTlng Rnasla'fl reply to the represen- 
tations on the subject of contraband 
of war. Foreign Secretary Lansdowne 
and Premier Balfour are both ali.soiit, 
but Charles Hardinge's dispatch was 
forwarded to them, and, pending their 
action, nothing is available at tho toi' 
efgn offlee beyond a general ezpreiston 
of opinion that the reply goes a Ions 
way toward settling up the question 
as to what In the future may be prop- 
erly regarded as contraband. _ Accord- 
ing to the British view there' are sHII 
open certain questions of principle, but 
it. Is believed that these will be ar- 
ranged in the coarse of further nego- 
tiations. 

St. Petersbnrg, Sept 17.— Russia, in 
Count Lamsdorft's response to Am- 
bassador Hardinge, In principle, meets 
th^ views of the American and Britl.<<h 
governments regarding foodstuffs aud 
coal and other fuel as boinR condt- 
tiunal contraband of war, distinctly 
placing them in the category of ar- 
ticles siisceptible of uses both in i|ai 
and peace, and.' as such, only confls- 
oable when consigned to blockaded 
ports or destined for the military oi 
naval forces of the army. Shtpmentfi 
iQ the ordinary course of trade by pri 
vate persons or firms, even to an 
eta^lnyli port, may be considered 
pHMa faele not contraband; but upon 

this point distinct reservation Is made. 
The simple fact of consignment by 
private persons does not preclude the 
possibility that the articles are not 
ultimately destined for belligerent 
forces, and Russia insists that It ;i 
not nwesftarily regarded as ebrcln- 
sive evidence of the innocent «har 
ncter of the goods. 

In other words, irregular ships' pa 
pers or other suspicious clrciimBtan- 
ces, might vltlat* the assumption o( 
innocent character; but where such 
suspicion is raised the burden of proof 
to warrant legal seiture Is to rest 
upon the captor. 

Count Lamsdorff's reply was not 
presented in written fbrm, but was 
communicated verbailf to Anibassa lor 
Hardinge. ^ 

It will not involve public amend- 
n<ent of Russian contraband and nri/e 
regulations, but in effect it becomes 
ait offlcial interpretation of the origi- 
nal regulation made by the commis- 
sion, composed of reiHresentat^ves of 
the minlsteries of foreign affairii, ma* 
rlne, war and Justice, which consid- 
(ire<i the subject in connection with 
the objections raised by the Unitel 
States and Qreat Britain, and as sui h 
will hereaftek* govern naval command- 
ers ahd prize courts', which thus far 
the war have classed all articles 
enumerated in article 6, of the Rus- 
sian reguIatlMS as absolate contra- 
band. 

Count Lamsdorff's victory in the 
controversy while not absolutely com- 
plete, is perhaps noteworthy as having 
been achieved against powerful ad- 
verse Influences. At one time it seem- 
ed d()\ilitful whether any coucessl )nB 
could be obtained, but Thursday the 
emperor sanctioned the decision which 
OkMUit LamsdtwS commufiicated to 
Aaftassad or.ttardinf l^a y.

The Entire Crew is Aboard the IJus-

Worif of Dismantling the Lena Will 
Commence at an Karly Date, and

worthy Condition. 

San Francisco, Sept 17.— The Rus- 
sian anxlliary cmtser Lena li now at 

the government naval station at Mare 
Island, having departed from San 
Francisco bay Friday afternoon under 
the escort of the cruiser Marblehcac*. 
The Lena is now under the local Jurlo- 
dlctlon of Rr. Adm. McCalla. of the 
navy yard, the responsibility of her 
safel<feping, having been transferred 
from Rr. Adm. Goodrich. The entire 
crew of the Lena Is aboard the Rvs- 
sian vessel, and will doubtless be de- 
tained at Mare Island, pending an of- 
ficial decision as to their disposition. 
The work of dismantling the Lena will 
lie C' "iiinienced at an (arly date, an l 
worl<men have been engaged to plae3 
her In a seaworthy condition. 

The board of inspection appointed 
by Rr. Adm. Goodrich has completed 
its inspection of the I>ena's boilers ami 
machinery. As their report has not 
vft hcfu otRcially considered at Wa^^h- 
Ington. the findings of the engineering 
experts have not been made public 
here. 

Washington, Sept. 17 — Minister Ta- 
kahira riiii.'d upon Acting Secretary 
of State Adee Friday to make inquiry 
as to the terms of the parole to be 
granted to the Russian crew of the 
I.«na, In conformity with the presi- 
dent's decision.

Hon. Virgil McEnight of Washington 
recently wrote Attorney General Hays, 
at Frankfort, requesting bis construction 
of the act of the last General Assembly 
as to the registration in cities of the fifth 
and sixth classes. Following is the sub- 
stance of the reply:

(iovernment, and la ordor that ilitT. ri iit '.aiT>

In order to prove the i xi^^teiK o of a muaicipa! 
corporation it i'. nrdinarilly sulliclent to pro- 
duce It", rlinrtir iiii.l prnvi a( ts done luuler it; 
from ttu- gi iioral piirpose of the I.eKi^laturc iu 
dividing cilies Into rliiv-. v and in ire e^pei lally 
from the language nsed in section iv; of the 
present Constitnlion of Kentiickv and in Sec- 
tions 271') anil jr/.n of Kentucky Statutes, we are 
of the opi:iioH iliat auy law such as ttieactof 
imwitti resard to registration In rltieaolttae 
fifth aud sixth classes, would apply to all .said 
municipal corporations. cUi'-Miied in Keutucky 
Stattitos as cities of the fifth and sixth classes, 
wliieh have done some act under the said charter 
as a municipal corporation ; the mere failure to 
live up to all the requirements of law as to local 
self government etc., would, we think, have no 
eitect ou the appUcatloD of the law.

tiou having doiie ..o:ne act under its charter,
